…_ The Speaker having fead the Specch ‘frcm 
the Chair, ke : 

Sir Francis Burdett rose before Lord Jocen 
Iyn, and was proceeding ta address the Chair, 
when some Members named Lord Jocelyn; 
but 

The Speaker said, that the Hon. Baronet 
was in possession of the eàr of the House, and 
was èntitled to speak first. 

Sir Fráncis Burdett proceeded. Under the 
‘preseút circumstances ef the ccuntry, he felt 
himself calleed upon to take the earliest ape 
portánity of drawing the attention of the- 
House, to such an Address to the Prince Rea 
gent as would entitle thea to the apprabatiau 
of their country. Ile was the less willing to 
let go this opportunity of addressing the Re. 
‘gent, as his magnanimous character differed so 
widely from those Princes of whom we read 
in history, that their delight was in mischief 
and despotism. He agreed with the speech 
which had been read, in gil those encomiums 
which had been most deservedly bestowed ou 
the valour ef our arms. He heard of our vica 
tories with satisfaction, though not with sure 
prise—they proved, atleast, that English couce 
age had not degenerated, though there ap. 
peared nothing characteristic of that love af 
freedom which so proudly distinguished our 
ancestors. In trâcing the calamities of the 
country, he must revert to a very remote pe. 
riod. Not only werc the last 18 years more 
calamitious than the preceding, but the trans. 
actions of the whole present reïgn, including 
moro than a long half century, were such as 
must convince the most thoughdless, that the 
system must have been radically bad which had 

“been productive of such lamentable effects. 
The causes of these events were not difficult to 
discover—they were to be found in that de. 
testation of the principles of liberty, which 
had been equally the origin of the present un. 

fortunate war, and of that, with America. He 
should consider the present Speech as pecu» 
liarly the Speech of Ministers, as it talked of 
prolonging the struggle; and proceeded en 
‘tirely upoú those principles upon which the 
war had been begun, aad which were so noa 
‘toriousty repugnant to the mind af him whose 
address it purported to be.

The Speaker called the Honourable Baronet 
to order, and vbserved, that the Houúse could 
Rot recognize such language »s applied to it, 
Sir Francis Burdett said, that nothing could 
give him greater picasure than to hear that 
from the Chair; since it proved, {hat there 
was a ärm conviction that tho House of Coin. 
mons ought to represent the people of Eng. 
land, when to hint a contrary opinion was 
considered as an insult not to be borne: and 
yet, on the 1ith May, 1808, a Minister was 
detected in the traffic of seats, a practice 
which was not only not denied, but unb!ushe 
ingly avowed to be votoricus as the sun at noon 
“day , and, therefore, it might have been con. 
teived that Gentlemen would not have been 
over delicate at hearing such things suggested. 
‘The Honovrabie Baronet then called the at. 
‘tention of the House to the shackles imposed 
on the Prince Regen:emerestrictiens, than 
‘Which nothing more insulting could be con= 
‘ceived, as they supposed that the son was 
capable of ueing hìs power contrary to the 
Anterests of his father; but, happily for the 
tountry, these restrictions would soon expire 
—an eventto which they would look with 
Anxiety, as the Prince had, by many gratuitous 
professions long pledzed Kifnself to those en. 
Targed principles, and that liberal system of 
policy, which had raised the nation to the lofty 
pinnacle of happiness aud glory on which it 
Stood at the close of tie reign of George II. 
He had the greater hopes and confidence in 
the Prince, because he had felt the power 
Which was so much complained of. Able 
writers had, indved, written in praise of differ. 
Ent forms of Government.—the absolute, the 
democratical, and the mixed ; but none had 
been found hardy enough, in the worst of 
mes, to be the advocates of oligarchy ; and 
„ur present oligarchy was one of the worst 
species,—not of afew nf the best men, and 
Öf the greatest interest in the State, but an 
oligarchy of rotten boroughs a sort of men 
kuown in the histöry of no other country 
except our own. If the House turned its 
eyes from the Continent, and from abroad, 
and looked to the internal state of the coun- 
try, there was nothing consolatory to rest 
upon. Thireexisted a system of taxation, 
the deprivations of which prevented the 
strictest industry from procuring a livelihood, 
and generated a pauperism aggravated (hrough. 
‘out the land,—a pauperism aggravated by 
pillage. In short, the whole land was in a 
state of terror=—military possession was taken 
of the country ; depots, and barracks, and 


fortifications, were formed; and merèenary 


Germans and foreigners were scattered over 
‘the kingdom, as if England could not defend 
Îtsasf, and must have recourse to Germans, 
“who had not been able to defend themselves. 
The jealousy of our ancestors was such, that 
a remonstrance was presented to Charlss 1, 
for having 1000 forcigners in his pay ; but 
now, not only was the country overspread 
with foreigners, but even our own soldiers 
were compelled to wear the German dress 
vand whiskers: as if the whiskercd face of a 
German was more formidable to the encmy 
than the smooth countenance of an kinglishman, 
tkoegh it had been found that the French were 
neverscarcd by whiskers. Bat he must say, 
‘that the plain red coat excited more respect, 
and was more associated with our ideas of 
“Courage and endurance, than all that military 
finery and foppery of which the soldiers 
“themselves who wore it seemed ashamed.— 
“Another grievance to which ke should call 
their attention, was the system of military 
discisline which oppressed the country, and 
“which subjected every soldier for the most 
triting misconduct to be corporally punished 
st the miserable caprice of almostevery officer. 
He was glad to mention this se early itt the 
Seszicn ; for the reform of it would, doubt. 
‘Jess, form a very important part of its busi. 
ness =—Tlere was some justice in its now 
“Coming home, as it were, to the backs of our 
Countrymen; fer, now, by the Local Militia 
system, ahnost every man in England, every 
father of a family, was subject to this pun. 
istment; so that he had no hesitetion in 
repeating what he had before said in this 
House, that this was a flogged nation. The 
Honourable Baronet then descanted at seme 
tength on the impolicy as well as the crnelty 
of this penishment, and quoted the opinions 
ef military men against the system. _Degrad. 
éd as the country was; his exertions should 
never be wanted it its behalf, He then 
touched upon the Liberty of the press, and 
said there was no fairer barometer of the in. 
tensions of Government, than their conduct 
towards the press. The frsteforts of dei 


pots were invariably directed against this 
bulwark of the Constitution : and the inten. 
tions of the present Ministers might be cole 
lected from the unprecedented number of in- 
formatioes which their Attorney General had 
filed ez-agficto, This was asort of conjuring 
word, which deprived thesubjeet of his libere 
ty without theinterference cf a Grand Jury, 
whenever the Attorney General might fancy 
to take. it away; and these fancies might 
depend upon the state of his stomach. It 
was plain proof of their illegality, that such 
informatiens were not defined; for definition 
was law. ‘The partiality of the Attorney Ge- 


_neral was manifested in his different conduct 


to ditiersnt publhishers—some were not 
brought up for judgment at all ; while others 
were banished to distant gaols, and abandoned 
to solitary coufincment.==There had been a 
late instance of a Judge upon the Bench, who, 


in, the case of White, had anticipated the guilt 
of the defendant. 'Fhe Hon. Bart. then desa . 


Canted on the Attorney General’s power of 


„accusing, holding: to bau, and of rénewing . 


„expensive suits against acquitted parties; and 
„intimated, that this was no surprising cause 
of many other grievances, as it operated to 
the suppression of importaat truth. For 
himself, he admircd the courage of gentlemen 
who wrote for the press by profession, in 
„transniitting their thoughts with any degree 
of freedom. By the common law, if an ine 
dietment was not found against an individual, 
‚he incurred no expence: not so in the case of the 


Attorney General’s informations ; then, even 
y bj b 


upon acquittal, the party was compelled to 
‚pey his own costs, and that was afine renew. 
avle against him at the Attorney General’s 
pleasure. He saw no reason why the Crown 
should pay no costs; on the contrary, he 
thought that there was every reason why it 
should. He then said, that an office like that 
of an Attorney General, more important 
even than that of the Judges, should be for 
life, and not be changed with every Admin- 
istratioa ; by which means the law of hbel 
varied aud shifted with the opinivus of, each 
Ministry. He then adverted to the dittereut 
degree of rigourexercised in the cases of 
printers and authors==the former were the 
mere servants of the later; and yet, in the 
casc of Hart and Wiite, the printer was Cois 
fined to a solitary cell, upon the common 
vrison allowance, and, as the Hon. Bart. bee 
heved, deprived of even sinalt beer, He then 
observed, that undue severity in the Govern. 
ment ever produced brutality in the people. 
He should now, therefore, with all respect, 
aud affection, and duty, (not however forgete 
ting the duty he owed to himself,) move an 
Address to the Regent, which should embrace 
all these important topics, and trace all the 
galamities, external and-internal, all the va. 
rious grievances of our debt, and of our tax. 
ations, tv a want ofa free and equal repre- 
sentation of the people in Parliament. He 
then conciuded by saying, that he was happy 
to have this opportunity, before the restric. 
tions were removed, of afiording to the Prince 
a knowledge of the grievances and afilctions 
which oppressed the land, and of presenting 
to him the genuine sentiments of the peupie 
on sutjects of such vital interest to the coun. 
try. ‘The Hon. Baronet then read the address 


‘to which his speech was introductory, and 


of which, indeed, it was ncarly an echo. 
It was of course much too long for repetie 
tion here. 

Lord Cochrane seconded the address of the 
lon. Baronet. 

Lord Jocelyn said he should oppose the 
address of the Hon. Baronet. After which 
he recapitutated and commeuced on the Speech 
of the Prince Regent ; he said that the Amend. 
ment on the Address, which he should have 
the honour to propose, was so framed, that 
he trusted it would meet the unanimous con. 
Currence of the House, probably with the 
singleexception of the Honouraùte Baronet 
himself. The Noble Lord then moved his 
amended Address, which, as usual, was an 
echo of the Speech. 

Mir. Vyse scconded the motion. He ex. 
pressed his entire concurrence in the address 
proposed. 

The Attorney General was not present 
when the Hon. Bart. made his spcech; but 
he had heard the Address read, and in it there 
were particular words which impelled him to 
ofter to the fousca few observations. The 
whole of (hat address he eertaunly reprobated; 
but the particular words to which he alluded, 
‘were those which went to stigmatize the cha. 
racter of a Learned Judge, and were, in sub. 
stance, that ** That Learned Judze had an. 
ticipated a verdict of Guilty on the trial of 
Ar. White.” —He would take upon himself 


to say, that this statement of the Hon. Baro. 


net, with respect te Lord Elienborough, was 
wholly unfounded, 

Sir Francis Burdett, in explanation, said, 
that what he fouuded his assertion upon, was 
that part of Lord Ellenborough’s language to 
Mr. White, where hìs Lordship advised that 
Gentleman to reserve his evidence until he 
should be brought up for judgment. 

The Attorney General—lt is evident, from 
the explanation of the Hon. Bart. himself, 
that Lord Ellenborough acted even a humane 
part.—( Hear, hear!) Itis plam, that Lord 
Éllenborough only advised Mr. White to 
reserve his evidence for afidavits, in mitiga. 
tion of punishment; which, though they 
would not serve him as evidence on the trial, 
might be advantageous to him should he be 
brought up for judginent, 


Sir Francis Burdett replied, that he did not 
tbink the Noble Lord much benefitted by this 
triumphant explanation of the Right Honour. 
able Gentleman. One thing was certain, that 
the remark of the Judge was made before the 
evidence was heard. 

Mr. Ponsonby could neither vote for the 
original Address nor the Amendment, but 
should think it his duty to vote against both. 
As to the original address he would be silent, 


because he did not think the matter of it pro. 
„per to be discussed at this particular moment. 


It travelled. wide of the topics in the Speech 
delivered in the name of the Prince Regent.

REPORT ON THE ADDRESS. 

Lord Jocelyn brought up the Report of the 
‘Address. 
Mr. Whitbread fully agreed to all the ex. 
pressions of affection in the Address towards 
his Majesty, and to all its earnest wishes for 
‘his final recovery ; but not to any other parts, 
except in Cungratulating his Royal Highness 
the Prince Regent on: the enthusiastic valour 
displayed by his Majesty's troops, wore es. 
pecially in the gallant affair of that distií. 
guished officer General Hill. He approved 
and admired the conduct of Lord Wellington, 
who had not, during the last year, derogated 
from his former high character, which placed 
him on a level, not only with the greatest of 
modern Generals, but with any of the most 
celebrated heroes of ancient times. Still, he 
could not, when he considered the present 
state of the Peninsula, compared with its cone 
dition in the former year, entertain any such 
hopes of Gnal success as were held out in the 
Address. 'Prue it was, that every thing possie 
ble had been done towards the support of the 
war; yetall that we had achieved <ras the 
possession of Portugal: and Lord Wellington 
was himself forced to retreat as soon as he had 
driven Massena from the fronticrs; and had 
acknowledged that it was impossible to su. 
ceed in making head against the armies of the 
French. The more, taen, that he refiected on 
the exalted meri's of the General, and on the 
vast resources which had been expended in 
prosecution of the war, the less was he inclin. 
ed to hope for final success; and, therefore, 
he could not consent, withnut farther informe 
tion, to pledge himself to the full extent ree 
quired by the Speech, in the grant of farther 
assistance. Another point on which he dis. 
sented from the present Address, was, the 
gross delasion which it held out, when it as. 
serted that we intended to pursue, with the 
Amertcamr Government, that concilfetory sys. 
tem which had been already adopted. He 
said, alt our notable schemes with regard to 
America, were fraught with, and productive 
of base subterfuges, and baser commercial 
perjuries. He must say, that the whole con. 
duct of Ministers with respect to America, 
proved that they were acting on those ‘haugh. 
tyand unconciliating prineiples which must 
prevent peace with any Government in the 
world. Last year Anserica had asserted, that 
the French decrees were repealed : he defied 
the Right Hon. Gentleman to adduce one in. 
stance to rebut this assertion. 'Phe Address 
to the Regent was also blameable for the great 
want of information on the subject of ont 
East India possessians, and the policy to be 
pursued with respect to them. He concladed 
by saying, that he must make an observation 
in contradiction to what had fallen from the 
Noble Lord last night, that the great object 
of Bonaparte was to obtain ships, and colo. 
nies, and commerce ; and that he would never 
make peace till he had obtained them. If, said 
Mr. Whitbread, this be the sole obstacle to 
peace, would to God that Bonaparte had co« 
lonies! would to God he had commerce! 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer said, if 
the Hon. Gentleman was anxious that Bona. 
parte and France should possess ships, colo. 
nies, and commerce, then it was not very dif. 
ficulttonnderstand, why he preferred to ae 
bandon that system which kept those ships, 
colonies, and commerce, out of his grasp. 
(Hear, hear, from the Ministerial Benches.) 
His antipathy to the measures retaliatory on 
the Berlin and Milan Decrees was on this 
score very easy to be accounted for. [If it 
had aut been for them, Bonaparte might have 
plumed himself on the success of his Decrees; 
and the Honarable Gentleman, too, would be 
able to console hintself for not having his pre. 
sent subject of regret. ‘The first topic he had 
to notice, was the gloomy picture which the 
Hou. Gentleman thought proper to draw of 
the state of affairs in Spain and Portugal, and 
the character which he gave of the war, darks 
ened by all his expressions of despair, and 
shorn of hope by all his prophecies of evil, 
Ît would have heen a little fair for the Hon, 
Gentleman to look back to his declamátions at 
the beginning of last Session ; to recollect how 
he then described the state of affairs on the 
Peninsula ; to travel back to his predictions 
& prophecies, and to see whether those predic. 
tions & prophecies had been fulfilied, But no; 
the Hon, Gentleman did not like these recol. 
lections; his prophecies were quite a pleasant. 
er thing: and again was he at his oecupation, 
prepared to foretel and re-prophecy all he had 
said before 

te Destroy the web, and prophecy in vain; 
‘The creature’s at his dirty wo: kegain.” 
(Loud eries of hear, heur, from the Minis. 


terial Benches.)—The French Government! 
had made many boasts, but were they verified?

Our charge ° 
against America was, that she has heen too 
acquiescent and too partial to France, 
too partial to her opinions and too acquiese 
cent in her decrees. So much did he differ 
from the Americans on this point, that he 
considered the very notice of revocation ite.

were not revoked. IF this revocation was as 
sincere as it has been said to be,—if it, indeed, 
existed at all,—=why did not America produce 
the instrument itself ?

ORDERS IN COUNCIL. 

Mr. Brougham rose to bring forward a 
motion affecting the state of our cummerce 
and manufactures. His object was to inquire 
into the result of the experiment of 1807, and 
to ascertain whether it kad oppressed or as. 
sisted the enemy; whether it was not better 
that we shauld retrace our steps; or if we 
were to persist, that we should adopt a more 
effectual, intelligible, and operative mode of 
enforcing our measures against the commerce 
of France? Unless they were prepared to 
tell the people that our present evils were ir. 
remediable; that they weresuch as must be 
endured with patience, rather than by hope, 
the House could not refuse the proposed in. 
vestigation, ‘Thesystem upon which we had 
so long professed to act, was, in the outset, 
retaliation..W hat then was the system of the 
enemy upon which it.was a retaliation? To 
sum up all in one word, it was a system of 
hostility to commerce, a wish to sacrifice the 
trade of France to the destruction of the 
trade of England. - It was true that, in some 
moments, while suffering under the vexation 
of severe naval losses, Bonaparte had expres- 
sed a wish for ** ships, colonies, and com. 
merce 5” but no sooner had his mind resumed 
its tone, than he turned to the prosecution of 
his favourite policy of sacrificing his own 
trade to the ruin of ours. Nay, he (Mr. 


Broughaimn) was disposed to go further, and 


say that he had a hostility to commerce it. 
self, without any view tous. as if there was 
some thing in its nature injurious to his views 
upon the liberties of mankind.—The con. 
seription itself was inconsistent with trade; it 
was a sacrifice of commercé to power, and 
the same disposition was manifested in the 
various measures of hìs Government, as well 
as in his answers to the petitions of his mer. 
chents, To them he had declared that * it 
was too late in the day to think of trade ;” 
that the failure of their commerce was so 
much the better, for <% he would have soldiers 
and peasants alone.” It was also to he col. 
lected from the publication of his Minister, 
Talleyrand, in which he maintained the su. 
periority of agriculture to commerce since 
the stormy period of the revolution ; the latter 
having a tendency to unite men the former to 


„Separate, to dispirit, and tranquillize them. 
„His system was war with commerces ‘with 


commerce as with liberty ; with the mother as 
with the child; with those principles which 
were favourableto the. world he hated ; and 
inimical to the power he had usurped. The 
system of Bonaparte being, from the evidence 
of facts, such as he had described, they were 
next to inquire, what systein ìt was natural 
for England to adopt on the other hand. Tie 


obvious poliey of England was to encourage 


commerce by all mvans in her power, and to 
encourage the trade of neutrals. Not of the 
neutrals most coutiguous to Francs, 
therefore most exposed to its power, bnt of 
that neutral which was separated from France 
by an ocean, impassible to her, owning the 
same interests, and speaking the same lan. 
guage with Pngland, and being the only na. 
tion, beside ourselves, in which freedom coald 
be found. 
best to secure the neutrality of that power, 
but we had adopted a system against neutrals 
which went to oblige them immediately to 


declare for ene side or other.— Bat. looking 


to the effects of the system we had parsued, 
they would find by the papers laid before the 


House in 1809 that the whole of the imports- 


and exports of 1808, as comparéd with those 
of 1807, fell short by no less an amount than 
fifteen millions. ÌÎt was found necassâry in 
1809, to substitute a blockade to a limited 
extent, which was done by the measure of the 
16th of April in that year. : Fhis measure, he 
contended, was in effect getting rid by one 
sweep of the whole principle of the Orders in 
Council.—=T he principle was to cripple the 
French commerce, but this, by opening an 
inlet to their commerce, defeated the principle. 
As'to the flourishing representations of our 
trade in 1809, he would set against them the 
scizure of our vessels by theenemy in 1810, 
by which upwards of nine tnillions sterling 
was lost to thiscountry. The seven millions 
Droits of Admiralty which we had taken from 
our friends and natural allies in the course of 
eighteen years of war, was more than coun. 
terbalanced by this fatal seizure of Bonaparte. 
He denied that Bonaparte had gone on relax. 
ing his decrees after the paring down of our 
Orders in Council. In 1809 we relieved the 
pressure on his commerce, and in 1810 he 
came out with two measures, ten thousand 
times more strict and more pressing on his 
commerce. and our own. He proceeded to 
state facts on which his inferences were built, 
though the numberless petitions preparing in 


„real value. 


and: 


We had not only not doze ‘our: 


many parts of the country, the list of bank. 
ruptcies, which was doubled since the Orders 
in Council, the list of. the poor, which had 
increased in Liverpool to 16 times its former 
amouat, were facts, which would bear him 
out, even in the teeth of the returns upon the 
table. He could not shut his ears to the crics 


of the poor people; he could not be indiiferent 


to the. petitioas which would shortly come 
from Warwickshire, Yorkshire, Nottingham. 
Shire, and parts of Scotland; nor could he 
look apon the returns of Mr. Irvine, as of 
greater authority==he might be called the 
Sviour of the nation ; the Gazettes might be 
Fepresented as mistaken; the country might 
be held up as flourishing, commercial, and 
8ay, but it must be in defiance of all those. 
Proofs of misery which obtruded themselves 
daily before theireyes. Butlet them see what

value of the exports for three quar®rs of the 


year 1810, was 27,000,000/.

Theanswer to all this, it seemed 

Was, that there had been no considerable fal. 

ling off in the exports of last year, as compar- 

ed with the exports of 1809.—It would ap- 

pear, however, that the difference was only 
2,000.0004. and that the exports of. the three 

Gitarters of 1810 were to the amount of. 
9,000,000/. less than the experts of the three 

corresponding quarters. of. 1809. But he 

would go back toa comparison with 1808; - 
and the House would recollect that that was 
the very worst year of exports. The fal. 
ling ef of the exports of 1808 being 
15,000,0004. as compared with 1807, In 

the three quarters of 1808, the exports were 

18,000,000/. In the three quarters of 1811, 
16,000,0004. being a difference in real value 
of 2,500,000/. With respect to the exports 
to South America, the House had only the 
Custom-house returns, which could not be 
considered as a fair test of the real trade. By 
those returns it appeared, that the official. 
value af the exports in 1811, to America, ex 

clusive of United. States and. the West 

Indies, exceeded thoseof the year 1807 by: 
eight millions. How little harmonious was. 
this statement from the Custom-house, with 

the actual situation of the country! Those 
who did not pin their faith to Mr: Irvinc’s 

books, when they saw the wretchedness that 
prevailed in the country, could not help sus. 
pecting that thoseexports went to a market 
not open to receive them. The great excess 
of iínportation in the succeeding year strong. 
ly confirmed this snspicion. He proceecded 
to consider the relaxation of the Orders in 
Council under the name of Trade Licences, a 
relaxation whieh shewed a complete want af 
confidence in the success of the original mea. 
sures. ‘The increase of the licences was pro. 
digious. In 1807, 1,600 were issued; in 
1811, no less than 18 thousand, thus subject. 
ing the whole foreign trade of the country to 

anew system. What was the natural result 
of these licences as they affected the enemy, 

neutral powers, and this eouatry? With 
regard to the enemy, in proportion tothe ez. 
tent of thelicences was the principle of the 
Orders ia Council abandoned. With regard 

to neutral powers, the system tended to bene. 
fit those alone who were ander the influence of 
France, and to whom France tooked for the 
support of her Marine, With respect to this 
country, the effect on our shipping would be 
apparent, by a comparison of the British and 
foreign shipping employed in 1806, with the 
British and foreign shipping which had been 
employed in 1810. By this comparison it 
would appear that in that period ‘the amount 
of foreign tonnage and foreign shipping had 
more than doubled ; being at the first period, 
567,000 tons of shipping, and 29,000 seamen; 
and being, in 1810, 1,138,000 tons of ship. 
ping, and 60,000 seamen. ‘Fhe British Ship 
Owners, as the memorials from Hall, Shields, 
&c. sufficient!y testified, sustaining thereby 
the greatest injury. A considerable diminu. 
tion had taken place in the building of mer. 
chaut ships. In 1805, ships were built to 
the amount ‘ef 90,000 tons. In 1810, to 
the amount of only 61,000 tons. By the 
system which had been pursued, the trade 
had been thrown out of the harmless ‘and: 
distant power of America, into the hands 
of those. near us, and ready to assist France 
in her hostility. Nothing could -be more 
annoytug and injurious to the trade of this 
Country, than the systematic and every day’s- 
interference with it to which. the Execus: 
tire Government had, resorted. The Presi. 
dent aud Vice.President of the Board of 
Trade, were at present the great merchants 
of the country; and not the residents in 
London, Liverpool, or Hull. They employ- 
ed their mornings not in devising the means 

of protecting British Merchants, of annòy= 
ing those of the enemy, or of diminisha 
ing the hostility of neutrals, but in mak. 

ing assortments of cargoes, an “occupation 

in which, with all due vespeet to them, hè 

conceived that they were wholly incompee 

tent. It was really ridicutous to cuntemplate 
the Noble Lord at the head of the Board 
of Trade, settling the various component 
parts of a cargo. Sometimes determining 
that it should consist of wool, scissars, 

nails, aad cottonstwist; then hesitating

‘whether or not to leave out the scissars ; and 
finally, perhaps, determining to omit the 
Rails, and allow the scissars to be included. 
He did not impute any abuse in the grant. 
ing of lieences; he did not mean to ac- 
ense Government of partiality in that res. 
peet. Bat it was evident, that those mer. 
chants who were consulted by thé Board 
of Trade on the perpetual changes that 
were taking place, must have very little 
Cunning, if they could not make a proba. 
ble gucss with respect to the projected pro. 


hibitions and admissions which to them 
would be jist as great a bonus as any 
stock.brokers would receive to whom the 


Chancellor of the Exchequer might commu. 
nicate the terms on which he meant to fund 
Exchequer Bills, or to contract for the sale 
of the Lottery. The merchants also con. 
sulted by the Board of Trade were not 
Such men as the Member for Worcester, 
or the Members for the City of lsoundon. 
No; those who were seen elearing ont. 
wards at the office were generally neutrals, 
and their agents, jobbers and. brokers from - 
Duke's place. These were the persons whom - 
the Board of Trade thought propcr to con. 
sult, and their commercial regulations. — 
By the perpetnal ehauges in their regula 
tions, the enemy were continually enabled 
to anticipate and frustrate our wishes, - 
Bat the most deplorable effect which the 
new system had, was on the morals of 
those who were employed underit. It had 
been said by a high authority (Sir W. 
Scott), that it was a series of simelation 


and dissimulation from beginning to end. 


Ît would, have been still more accurately 
described, had it been called a system bee 


‘ginning in forgery, continuing in perjurys 
And couversant with every description of 


fravd and enormity. He described the na. 
ture of the licences and the deceptions 
which were practised under them, (reading 
a circular letter which had been sent to 
various merchants in London, from per. 
sons whe actually professed to establish 


themselves for the sole purpose of making 


simulated papers.) If this was the kind of 
victory which our commerce was to enjoy 
over the designs of WBovaparte, he disclaim. 
ed any share in the triumph. - After dwet. 
ling -at- considerable tength on these and 
similar points, he eoncleded by moving, 
“<'fhat a Select Committee be appointed for 
the purpose of taking into consideration 
the present state of. the commerce and nae 
nufacteres of the Country, particularly with 
reference to the Orders in Council, and the 


Mr. Rose did not deny that the manufacture 
ing districts of the country experienced much 
distress, particularly Birmingham, the trade 
of which place depends materiaily on the 
connection with America. But when the 
Hon. Gent. contended, that that distress 
originated in the Orders in Council, and was- 
a gtound for their repcal, he would ask him, 
what were the facts on which he founded that 
Statement? He would refer to the papers 
on the table; and he mast observe, that the 
Hon. Gent. questioned the accuracy of Mr. 
Irvine's figures, only when they opposed his 
statements, and not when they scemed to 
support them. For his part he never knew 
the correctness of the Custem-house accounts 
doubted, nor could he allow that they were 
at all liable to the objections of the Hon, 
Gentleman. What did those accounts state? 
The Orders in Council were issued in’ 1807 È 
The accounts statedin 1807 the general exports 
were 35,800,600/. ; that in 1808 they were 
34,800,000/.; that in 1809 they grew to 
60,000,0004.5 and “in 1810 they were 
45,000,000/. - All this was official value, so 
that the incrcase in real value was near 
30,000,000/. The Hon. Gentleman, however, 
contended that’atthough the general exports 
might be incrcased, yet that the particutar 
exports to .America were decreased. How 
was this borne out by the accaunts? Ina 
1807 the whole of the exports to all America 
‘and the West indiesamouutedto 14,800 0004, 
In 1808, to: 15,800,000/. In 1809, zin 
which year the Non.lntercourse Act took 
place in America) to 19,200,0004. aud in 
1810, to 20,418,000/. making a difference 
between the years 1807 and 1810, of six mile 
lion sterling in the exports to all America, and 
chiefly attributable to the increase of exports. 
to South America. The Honourable Gena 
tleman asserted that the British shipping had 
been injured by-thê system of lieences. ‘(he 
accounts on the table, however, showed. that 
there were 200,000 tons of british shipping 
and fourteen thousand British scamen employ. 
ed more than when the Orders in Council 
were promulgated. He admitted that the 
foreign ‚shippiag had: increased in great 
proportion. Bat-áf foreign shipping had not 
been emptoyed, what would have become of 
eur commerce? How could it have been 
carried-on with those ports which were shut 
against British shipping ?— Would. Governe 
ment have been justified in letting the manufac. 
tures of the country perish in. warehouses 
rather than allow and sanction them to. be 
transported to those ports in forcign shipping ? 
That the British shipping was eompletely 
employed, was evident froîn the increased 
rate of transports. What had been the origin 
of the Orders in Council? ‘France said that 
there should.be no trade to England. Our 
answer was (an answer which we had the 
power to.enforce) that nothing should go ta 
France that dad not came from her to Englaud, 


We had a right to say to neutral powers, that 
if they tolerated a regulation of once of the 
belhgerents inimtcal tv our commercial inter. 
ests, they must tolerate a regulation on eur 
part in defence of those interests. Nothing 
hostile was intended towards America. On 
the contrary, every degree of attention and 
kindness was shewn to her by Great Bri- 
tain—kReverting to the distresses of the 
manufacturers, he expressed his persuasion 
that great arts had been used to make the 
suffering individaals believe that their evils 
vriginated in the Orders in Council. Those 
persons had certainly borne their distresses 
with a patience and a fprtitude which entitled 
their present complains to the most indulgent 
attention 3 but it was impossible to convince 
him that the greater part of the individuals 
who put their names to a petition against the 
Orders in Council, were at all aware of the 


mode in which those orders operated; and of- 


this he wasassured, that their sufferings would 
be matevially- increased were those orders 
rescinded. With respect to what had been 
seid of the excessive issues of Bank paper in 
England, he had to say, that‘our Bank notes 
had incréased within the last two months by 
the exchange at Hamburgh, from 10 to 15 per 
cent. 3 and he had no doubt if things continu 
ed as favourable as at present they appear, 
that a still farther rapid improvement in tha 
exchange would take place.—He had also to 
state, that the price of gold was falling, and 
these facts gave a fat contradiction to- what 
they had heard from the other side, on the 
Bullien question. The effect of the repeal 
of the Orders in Council, wnder the existing 
circumstances, though beneficial to America 
and France, would be most injurious to 
Englahd, and all the former system of perjury 
wouldjagain be revived in our Courts of 
Admiralty. The trade of this country had 
fBourished under. the Orders in Council till 
last year, when it was crushed by the adoption 
of a measure on the part of the enemy, which, 
he believed, ne uation had ever made use of 
against another. ‘Fheretfect of this unprinci- 
pied condact was now receiling on themselves. 
The revenue of France had been greatly 
injured by these measures, as he could prove 
from official documents. En 1807, the French 
customs amounted to about %,400,000/, 
sterling. In the year 1808, after the Orders 
in Couucil had been issued, it sunk 740,0004, 
aud in 1809, 469,000/. more. In 1810 they 
had got up again, it was true, to %,000,0004. 
but this increase arose fram the proceeds of 
the vessels seized in the -Prussian ports. 
‘The customs only rose in consequence of the 
robberies committed there on individuals. 
‘The discounts of the French Bank were in 
1810, 30,000,000/. In 181t, they were re 
duced to 16,000,000/. The profits in 1810, 
were 10,000/.5.in 1811, 4,500/, lt would 
thus be seen that the profits of the French 
Bank were reduced to so small a sum that 
there was hardly a Bank in England eon. 
ducted by individuals on their own account 
which did not divide as mach. The view 
to be taken of the effects of our hostili- 
ties an the manufactures of France was 
equally unfavourable to the enemy. ‘The 
Right Hon. Gentleman then proceeded to 
defend the practice of granting licences; and 
concladed by expressing it to be his conviction; 
that to repeal the Orders in Council would 
he the mast mischievous thing that could be 
done, and he therefore heped, the House 
Would not agree to appeint the proposed 
Committee. 

Mr. Baring said, ia every point ef view 
he thought it was necessary to repeal our 
Orders in Council, ef 
‚Mr. Stephen said, the Orders in Council 
‚had run now to such á length, that to make 
such a motion as that before the House, 
was as if a Committee should be moved 
for to inquire into the State of Trade af 
this Country, or of that part of it which 
referred to the existing Acts of Parliament. 
He strongly objected te the appointment 
of a Cammittce to go over ground so of. 
ten centroverted in the discussions of a meas. 
ure of such commercial and political im. 
portance. Not only had the Orders im 
Council heen harmless, bat our trade had 
risen te a state of unparalleled prosperity 
since they were issued. The Hon'ble and 
Learned Gentleman then toek a comprahen. 
sive vicw of what bad been tke state of 
aur trade, and what the effect of the Or. 
ders in Council wgon it. In August, Sep. 
tember, and October, 1807, a very great de. 
pression was felt. So great was this de- 
pression, that application was made to the 
Custom-house for permission for sixty or 
serenty vessels to land their egrgoes again, 
as all the ports of the Continent were shut 
against them. The stagnation of trade in 
that and the following year were so-great, 
that the exports of both amountéd to but 
twenty-nine millions and a half. En the 
following years, after our retaliative mea 
sures were in force, they ‘&mounted to 
51,414,0004, 'Fhus it would be seen, there 


was an incrêase of 22,000,00G4. in - tlfose- 


two years, and this was the result of that 
dangerous experiment, as our attempt to re. 
taliate was called. The state of the im. 
ports, and the cffect of the Öeders on them 
were much the same. In 1807 and 1808, 
they amounted together to 26,300,0004. 


aud in the two following years their amount 


was 47,900,000/. presenting here an increase 
of twenty-one millions and a half, He 
was sstomisked to hear. the outcsy raised 


against the Orders in Cohnncit, when it was- 
thus proved, that under them our trade had 
flourished more than it had ever done be- 
fore. 

Mr. Canuing said, that if he understood 
the question, he was convinced; that by re. 
ferring it to a Committee, it would be 
properly understood, and the publie would 
see that the Government were justifed iu 
adopting them, and that they were neces. 
sary for the safety of the country. 

Sir Charles Price opposed the motion. 

Mr. Wilberforce was a friend to the pro= 
posed inquiry, because it would tend to re» 
move all possible prejudice and objection-— 
(hear, hear Ì) indeed he conceived it weuld 
be paying a due attention to those who 
suffered.—( Hear, heer!) He thought Amer. 
ica had seme cause for complaint, for we 
first excluded her from the Continent by 
Orders, aud then we went there ourselves, 
by virtue ®f our Licence system.—( Hear, 
hear! } 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer said, he 
was under no apprehension of inquiry, con- 
fident as he was that the distresses alluded 
to did not at all arise from the measures 
te which the Hou. Gentiemaa opposite 
would attribute them. What he apprehend 
ed was, that thé sufferers would be mis. 
led, and be induced to attribute their distres. 


‚ses to other causes than the real ones from 


wbich they arose, He wasgladto perceive 
that on this night the Orders of Council 
had not, as formerly, been combated on 
the ground that they were unjust. This 
mode of ressoning against them he had al. 


ways considered as highly injurious, and 


leading to mischievous consequences. Île 
himself, never considered those orders as 
founded on any other principle than that 
of retaliation, and this he thought a just 
system of acting. The principle of retali 
atton could not at all be excluded from 
the Code of International laaw. France 
had emancipated herself from that code by 


her unjust and despoiliag system of wars. 


it was foölish thea to. talk of tfeating her 
in the same manner as nations whe were 
disposed to adhere to it. France had de. 
clared by her Decrees, that sho would not 
trade with Great Britain3 the Orders in 
Council went to the object of®bliging her 
to trade with no other nation. Our mer. 
chants had uudoubtedly suffered a heavy loss 
in the Baltic, but he would ask, weutd not 
that loss, in a great measure, aceount for 
the bankruptcies by whieh the nation. was 
alarmed, and for the distress which now sub. 
sisted in the country ? Why should the Or. 
ders ian Gouncil be necessarily supposed te 
hase produced them? He perceived that those 
Gentlemen who endeavoured to ‘indulcate 
erroneous notions, aud make the people 
believe that their distresses arose from the 
want of frade, would hardly propose a 
measure: which would have the effect of re. 
ducing that which they admitted we yet 
retained; But it was pretty generally men- 
tioned that we were the chief sufferers from 
tbe Orders in Council, and France was sup- 
pesed to be comparatively untouched ; he 
could, hewever, state a few facts which 
would at once shew the fallacy of this opin. 
ion, The receipts of the Customs in 
France at the time the Orders in Council 
were issued were sixty millions; those were 
reduced in the year following by eighteen 
millions, and in the subsequent years there 
was a still greater reduction.— the Right 
Hon. Member then read an address of the

The continuancc of the 
supply from this country was not, therefore, 
aslked for those who would net eantribute to 
defend themselves, but a power 
seduleusly endeavoured to maintain and 
eucrease its means of defence. 'Fhe difficulties 
with which Portugat had-had to encounter in 
establishing that system of defence, were well 
known, difficulties which cvuld only be 
overcome by the most persevering efforts, 
In whatever point of view, therefore, the 
subjeot was considered, whether our auciont 
alljange with Portugal, our engagemeuts with 
that power, the exertions she had made, the 
beueficial effects produced by our assistance, 
the essential importance to ourselves of the 
defence of Portugal, or the experience we 
had bad of the practicability of that defence, 
he was satisfied there could be no hesitation 
in continuing the supply which had been voted 
last year. His Lordship concluded by mov. 
ing an Address of concurrence iù the object 
of the Prince Regent's Message. . 

The Address was agreed to nem. diss. and 
ordered to be presented to his Royal High.
